I had 1651 posts on hand (available to analyze) dating from

Of the 1651 posts, there were 361 different writers who contributed 
e-mails. 

Of the 361 contributors, 35 individuals posted 10-times or more each. 


The 35 who posted 10-times or more each, posted a total of 669 
of the 1651 posts . i.e. about 40 percent.

Just to avoid some further propagation of misconceptions: 
"A 4:1 current balun requires two cores." 


Sevick, in his 4:1 balun CQ article and chapter in his book published by CQ, 
shows a clever implementation of a 4:1 current balun with a single core. One 
set of windings is wound clockwise on one half of the toroid, and the other 
set is wound couterclockwiae on the other half of the toroid. The usual end 
connections are made. While this doubles core dissipation for common mode 
currents, it should be no problem on QRP, or even moderate power levels (100 
watts) with antennas that are reasonably well balanced. I suspect that this 
could also be done on a single ferrite rod, although that does open another 
can of worms. Call me Pandora. 


Also, for what it is worth, I recall that the Ruthroff baluns with 
compensation windings do a much better job at balancing antennna currents 
than do the usual 1:1 and 4:1 voltage baluns that are in the Handbook. Not 
as good as a current balun, but reasonable none the less. Sevick addresses 
these designs, as does Ruthroff in his original (1959?) wideband transformer 
article. - Dr. Megacycle KK6MC/5

It's an ugly-style/manhattan 20 meter NN1G type receiver that drifts like 
crazy. I had given up on it. I noticed that the vfo was affected when I 
changed the volume setting on the LM386. I added a 100 uf cap across the + 
line where the LM386 connects. Would you believe the drifting stopped? The 
+ rail runs down the middle of the board. the vfo & NE602 regulators connect 
at one end, the LM386 at the other, and in the middle there is a 470 UF cap 
to ground. I'm guessing the 470 uf cap is bad. But could it be the length 
of the + rail, or the distance between the 470 uf bypass cap and the LM386? 


I'm going to pull the shield off the vfo and have another look at it. With 
a little more tinkering, it'll be QSO-ready. It will be fun to work some 
Rock Mites on 20.

I have been experimenting on this and have had good results, so I'd 


like some others to try this and let me know how it works. 


Take the blank board material and clean it your usual way. I am now 
using 3M Scotchbrite and then using Tarn-X as a final cleaning. 


Then without getting dust, fingerprints, etc. on the board material 
spray it with a LIGHT coat of clear Krylon or whatever. I'll try the 
<$1 clear from Wal-Mart some time this week when I get a chance 

to get to town. And I mean a very very light coating. Just enough 
to cover the board in every spot but you don't want it very thick. 


The coating has to be light as you can get it. I haven't tried a thick 
coat and I don't want to.... 


Good News: The board will stay crisp and bright and your finger prints 
will not oxidize the material while you are working on what ever. For 
ground soldering points I find that the heat of a 25W Weller Iron (the one 
you get at Home Depot for less than $15) is sufficient to melt the 

coating and make a good solder connection. 


Bad News: When you go to pop-a-pad if you get it in the wrong place. 
A very small area of the clear coating will also pop loose.

The recent thread got me thinking. The loops is considered quiet...why? Can 
it be that there is no static build up because it bleeds off or is it because 
of the lobe angles in that typically noise is either coming from high angle 
locally or flow angle from over the horizon? 


One thing that I don't see mentioned much is the use of a bleeder resistor 
say 1meg-ohm between the two legs of a dipole. it seems it would help tame 
noise here. 


What about doing same for a vertical? A bleeder resister across base of 
vertical to grounds? I have never seen this mentioned before. 


If you run an Inverted-L you will note because it receives both high and low 
angle it is generally noisier than most antennas but a good receiving 
antenna. 


Regarding the question posed earlier on the DEAF VERTICAL there was not 
enough to really be able to comment: 

---what type of vertical? 

---what band(s)? 

---radial system? 

---are antenna connections free of corrosion? 


If you had poor ground system or very high SWR on the feed or poor 
connections these all affect the performance along with just local noise and 
static 


Also I have found on verticals that using a W2DU current balun at the base of 
the vertical helps in both transmit and receive at least in my installation.

Dave Gauding and his series of short verticals should be evidence enough that 
verticals, even short ones, perform quite well.

It is common practice where I work to place a 47K ohm resistor 
in parallel with all VHF/UHF antennas for that exact reason, 
draining static. Since unterminated antennas can generate a lot 
of noise under the right conditions it can make a big reduction 
in received noise if you have one or more unterminated antennas. 


There is no reason to put the resistor directly across the antenna. 

We use connect a T coax connector to the transmitter or receiver. 

The resistor, soldered into an empty connector, goes into one side of the 
to the T. The antenna connects to the other side.

Larry, if the loop is square, very little change. 

Feeding in a given corner causes a slight offset of the pattern, but not 
enough to make a difference in the signals strength at this height of the 
loop you have. We have modeled our 20 foot high large Field Day loops 
extensively, and noted the minor effect of what corner feed we use.
